3. In the reply, the applicant filed a newly executed reissue declaration on 
4/19/201 1 that identifies at lest one error which is relied upon to support the reissue 
application in accordance with 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and MPEP 1414. 

4. Thus, claims 1 -35 are pending for examination.

5. Claims 1 -35 are allowed. 

6. Claims 1 -20 were previously allowed as U.S. Pat. No. 6264629. Claims 21 -35 
are hereby allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

8. The subject matter of the independent claims 21 , 27, and 34 could either note be 
found or was not suggested in the prior art of record. The prior art does not disclose or 
render obvious the combination as claimed specifically including a plug member 
displaceable from a first position sealing the outlet orifice to a second position permitting 
liquid to flow through plural bypass conduits defined by walls of a plug capture chamber 
and the plug member between the outlet orifice and the injection orifice in a plug 
capture chamber in combination with the other elements of the claims.
